(a)  Hospitals  provided  or  aided  by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the 

Northumberland  County  Council 

1*  Pulmonary  and  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis: 

The  treatment  of  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Northumberland  C0unty  Council.  Patients 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Pulmonary  type  and  needing 
Hospital  treatment  from  this  area,  are  sent  to  Wooley  Sanatorium 
and  on  occasions  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  at  Ponteland. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  cases  of  the  Non—Pulmonary  type 
and  lor  children  at  the  Stannington  Sanatorium.  Clinics  are 
also  established  at  Wallsend  and  Blyth  for  the  examination  of 
suspected  cases  and  for  periodical,  examination  of  patients. 

2.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare :  ; 

The  majority  of  maternity  cases  needing  Hospital  treatment 
are  removed  to  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity  Hospital,  Newcastle, 
the  Mona  Taylor  Homes,  Stannington,  .and  a  small  number  of  cases 
are  taken  to  Dilston  Hall  and  the  Tynemouth  and  Preston  Hospitals. 

A  number  of  cases  were  taken  to  private  maternity  homes  in 
N  ewe  ast le-on- Tyne • 

Large  numbers  of  expectant  mothers  attend  the  Ante-Natal  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  which  are  held  in  the  district  and  certificates 
are  obtained  for  the  conveyance,  by  the  Council  ambulances  to  the 
various  Hospitals.  These  Clinics  appear  to  be  well  attended.

This  service  is_provided  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  use 
of  residents_and  visitors  using  the  beach  and  the  Promenade,  and 
is  manned  by  the  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  St.John*s  Ambulance  Brigade 
who  give  their  services  free,  for  which  the  Council  are  indebted  for 
the  excellent  work  which  they  carry  out. 

The  Council,  through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  provide  the 
necessary  bandages  and  use  the  up-to-date  station  which  has  separate 
rooms  for  persons  of  either  sex.

1.  (i)  Mater  Supply: 

The  water  supplied  to  this  area  is  from  the  mains  of  the 
Tynemouth  Corporation. 

There  was  no  cutting  off  of  the  supply  as  in  the  previous 
year  when  I  reported  to  you  of  the  inconvenience  caused,  but  warning 
notices  were  issued  through  the  press  of  the  need  for  conserving  water 
whenever  possible. 

The  quantities  of  water  in  the  reservoir  were  supplied 
monthly.  It  is  also  necessary  for  a  .copy  of  the  bacteriological 
purity  to  be  supplied  each  month.  Representation ^ was  made  to  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth  for  copies  of  the  baceriological  analysis  to  be

All  these  samples  with  the  exception  of  Cyder  were  reported  by 
the  Public  Analyst  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  and  the  Preservative  Regulations  etc. 

Proceedings  in  respect  of  the  samples  of  Cyder  come  before  the 
Whitley  Bay  Magistrates  on  the  24th  March,  and  although  the  case  was 
dismissed  it  is  significant  that  an  application  made  by  the  defence 
for  costs  was  immediately  refused.  The  difficulties  which  had 

to  be  faced  before  a  conviction  could  be  obtained  can  be  realised,  but 
it  was  felt  that  the  matter  should  be  ventilated.  The  Public 

Analyst  advised  that  although  a  Statutory  Standard  for  Cyder  had  not 
been  laid  down,  the  time  had  come  when  a  stop  should  be  put  to  the 
practice  of  selling  this  inferior  "Cyder".  However,  the  "bombshell” 

dropped  into  the  Cyder  trade  will  do  good,  and  better  Cyder  can  be 
expected  in  the  future. 
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Infestation  of  food  by  mites  and  other  contaminations  is  dealt 
with  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1947* 

The  various  sections  as  set  out  cover  a  wide  and  comprehensive 
range  in  the  Sanitary  and  Public  Cleansing  Services.  The  costings  which 
are  set  out  in  detail  are  included  up  to  the  end  of  the  financial  year  1948. 

A  large  amount  of  renewals  and  repairs  have  been  carried  out 
despite  the  shortage  of  materials. 

Special  reports  have  also  been  presented  to  the  Housing  Committe 
and  the  Sub-Committee. 

The  number  of  inspections  and  record  of  work  completed  is 
without  doubt  .amongst  the  highest  in  the  County  of  Northumberland. 

I  have  tried,  as  far  as  it  is  humanely  possible,  to  obtain  the 
highest  possible  standard  in  the  perusal  of  the  work  carried  out  and 
tabulated  under  the  appropriate  headings,  and  I  respectfully  suggest  that 
much  useful  work  has  been  completed.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year 
the  abnormal  conditions  with  snow  blizzards  and  heavy  snowfalls  placed  very 
heavy  duties  on  the  Cleansing  Services. 

STAFF : 


The  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  left  the  Service  on  the  27th 
February,  1947;  the  post  was  advertised  but  only  one  application  was 
received,  therefore  the  appointment  was  not  proceeded  with. 

The  two  typists  left  the  Service  of  the  Council  in  October, 1947 5 
obtaining  positions  with  private  firms.  Mrs. Edgar  was  appointed  to  the 
Department  in  a  temporary  capacity. 

Miss. K. Young  was  appointed  typist  on  the  3rh  November ,1947- 

Mr. R. Peel  returned  from  H.M. Forces  to  the  Office. 

I  was  working  without  a  qualified  assistant  from  the  28th. 
February,  1947*  Mr. A. Carling  was  delegated  to  carry  out  routine 

work  and  to  assist  in  the  Department  so  that  I!  could  deal  with  the 
technical  side.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING-: 

The  various  services  under  Public  Cleansing  cover  a  wide  field. 

The  duties*  of  the  Open  Spaces  Committee  in  connection  with  the  cleansing 
and  clearing  of  the  foreshore  daily  during  the  summer  months,  the 
sweeping  of  the  Promenades,  footpaths  and  gardens,  are  interwoven  and 
are  dealt  with  quickly  and  in  a  hygienic  manner,  for  which  a  charge  is  made. 

REFUSE  COLLECT  ION: 

Refuse  Collection  was  carried  out  on  regular  days  and  tines,  except 
on  three  occasions  when,  owing  to  heavy  snow,  the  delay  of  a  week  on  two 
occasions  and  two  days  on  another  occasion  occurred,  but  this  was  quickly 
caught  up  with  when  the  snow  ceased.  Many  householders  assisted  the 
Department  by  placing  their  dustbins  in  accessible  positions  on  the  day 
of  collecting. 

Holiday  periods  were  dealt  with  by  increasing  the  collecting  team 
and  placing  the  dual  purpose  machine  on  to  clear  off  arears  within  the 
week.  The  number  of  complaints  were  extremely  few  and  in  most  cases 
were  due  to  locked  gates. 

The  staff  remained  the  same  as  in  >  4  drivers,  11  dustmen,  and 
during  the  summer  months  a  temporary  loader  was  engaged  to  cover  the 
influx  of  visitors.  Reorganisation  had  to  be  carried  out  to  cope  with  a 
large  number  of  temporary  residents. 

I  keep  in  regular  contact  with  the  service  and  each  machine  to  obtain 
the  highest  efficiency. 

The  refuse  still  continues  to  be  heavy  and  the  .amount  of  refuse 
removed  in  March  was  1,000  tons.  The  loaders  were  lifting  as  much  as 
4  to  5  tons  per  day  on  many  days  in  the  older  part  of  the  town. 

The  loan  for  the  two  new  vehicles  had  not  been  received  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  the  older  vehicles  are  showing  signs  of  coming  to 
the  end  of  their  useful  life. 

The  decrease  of  refuse  was  233  tons. 

The  town  is  a  dustbin  town  and  a  large  number  of  2y  cubic  feet 
British  Standard  dustbins  are  supplied,  on  request,  to  the  residents,  and 
this  type  is  being  supplied  throughout  the  district. 

The  number  of  receptacles  sold  was  725 5  the  purchase  cost  was 
cC?73  and  the  price  received  was  £851*  The  supply  of  all  dustbins  should 
be  taken  over  by  the  Council  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Public  Cleansing 
System. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  removed  was  10,066  tons  from  Uhitley  Bay, 
741  tons  from  Seaton  Sluice  and  39  tons  from  Hurt on  Village. 

The  yield  per  1,000  population  per  day  was  18*9°  tons  and  the 
yield  per  house  45  lbs  PGr  week  and  7u  lbs  Per  day.  - 

The  figures  set  out  in  detail  in  the  table  on  page  39  was  the 
monthly  totals  collected  under  the  various  headings,  including  street 
sweeping  and  slaughterhouse  manure. 

TRADE  A UP  CAFE  REFUSE: 

A  special  collection  is  made  by  each  district  vehicle  weekly, 
and  in  some  cases  four  to  five  times  per  week,  changes  being  made  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Charges 
are  made  after  checking  and  a  yearly  charge  is  made.  Some  premises 
still  use  the  ticket  system.

The  whole  of  the  refuse  from  Whitley  Lay  and  Murton  was  disposed 
of  at  the  billheads  Tip  and  the  refuse  at  Seaton  Sluice-. Y/as  deposited 
at  Seaton  Delaval  Hall,  The  terraces  are  practically  complete  and  the 

tipping  of  refuse  at  this  tip  is  practically  completed.

The  refuse  which  was  disposed  of  at  the  two  tips  was  all  weighed, 
arrangements  having  been  made  with  the  Agents  of  the  Rt. Hon. Major 
Astley  to  weigh  all  refuse  from  Seaton  Sluice  at  the  private  Weighbridge 
on  the.  road  to  the  tip.  The  charge  of  33  per  waggoh  is  reasonable. 


The  tonnage  of  refuse  dealt  with  at  billheads  was  10,066  tons, 
also  about  85  tons  of  refuse  was  dealt  with  from  tradesmen,  shops  and 
from  private  loads,  together  with  210  loads  of  sand  and  debris  from  the 
Sands  and  Promenades.

74-1  tons  of  refuse  was  removed  from  Seaton  Sluice  and' Old  Hartley. 

Street  debris  was  also  disposed  of  at  billheads  and  out  of  a  total 
of  550  tons  collected,  350  tons  v/ere  disposed  of  on  the  tip. 


All  refuse  is  tipped  on  controlled  lines  and  blacked  over  with 
inert  refuse  and  soil  which  comes  in  from  time  to  time. 


One  side  of  the  Stadium,  or  playing  field,  Y/as  shaped  out  during 
the  year. 


The  tips  v/ere  baited  twice  during  the  year  and  tv/o  dogs  and  a  cat 
keep  down  any  vermin  which  arrive  at  the  tip.

A  commencement  was  made  to  reconstruct  the  road  from  the  Brier 
Dene  Pam  to  Deneholm,  a  distance  of  1-g  miles.  This  is  12  feet 
vd.de  with  the  necessary  passing  bays. 

BRIER  BENE: 

The  Brier  Dene  negotiations  v/ere  completed  and  the  rental  agreed 
on  was  £50  per  annum;  this  v/as  considered  reasonable,  though  if  we  had 
been  able  to  purchase  the  site  it  'would  have  been  a  more  profitable 
proposition.

A  thorn  hedge  6 00  yards  long  was  grubbed  out  and  a  ’’french" 
drain  laid  for  a  distance  of  6C0  yards.  Difficulty  was  experienced 
in  obtaining  a  plentiful  supply  of  material  for  pitching  the  road.

The  bulldozer  proved  very  useful  and,  considering  only  3  men  were 
engaged  on  thispvork  most  of  the  time,  valuable  progress  was  made. 

The  whole  of  this  work  was  carried  out  by  the  employees  of  the  Department 
under  my  supervision.

SALVAGE  AND  UTILISATION; 

The  amount  of  time  spent  on  the  further  development  of  this  service 
has  been  considerable.  __I  have  given  a  good  deal  of  overtime  to  this 
particular  service  and  made  numerous  journeys  to  obtain  better  markets 
and  prices  so  that  the  district  would  maintain  its  position  at  the  top 
of  the  Authorities  in  the  Northern  half  of  ^the,  Country.  in  fact  your 
Department  holds  a  position  .amongst  the  first  20  Authorities  for  paper  in 
the  country.  The  recovery^of  waste  materials  is  a  most  intricate  job 
and  the  trade  must  be  well  known,  and  the  organisation  must  be  flexible 
to  obtain  the  highest  efficiency  at  the  lowest  possible  cost. 

A  regular  tonnage  of  paper  has  been  sent  into  the  Barrington  works 
of"  the  Thames  Doard  Mills  each  week  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  residents 
and  shopkeepers  for  their^help  and  assistance  during  the  year. 

I  relinquished  my  duties  as  Assistant  District  Adviser  for  No. 5* 
area  on  the  scheme  closing  down,  this  was  a  mistake  as  the  other  areas 
v/ere  beginning  to  make  progress.

REPAIRS  APR  TRANSPORT:  ’’  '  - 


All  repairs,  except  relining  and  reboring,  are  carried  out  in  the 
Depot  by  our  own  staff.  The  transport  of  the  Department"' consists  of 
3  refuse  collection  and  dual  purpose  vehicles,  the  old  Vulcan  lorry, 
the  Scaramell  mechanical  horse  and  two  interchangeable  containers,  also 
the  David  Brown  tractor  and  the  Bulldozer,, 


The  low  loading  tractor  was  converted  during  the  year  to  work'  With 
the  David  Brown  tractor  for  haulage  and  various  other  types  of  work, 

A  supply  of  spare  parts  is  kept  in  stock  for  emergency  and 
also  duplicate  parts  are  kept,  and  checking  is  carried  out  regularly.. 


The  three  ambulances  are  kept  in  the  yard  and  serviced*  The  Austin 


machine  is  in  po-or  condition  not  having  much  mere  useful  life,  and  has  been 
used  mostly  as  a  standby. 

Advice  has  been  given  to  other  Departments,  during  the  year  and 
assistance  given  on  occasions. 

The  delay  in  obtaining  new  vehicles  is  a  problem  of  the  first 
magnitude  and  some  revision  in  this  direction  is  long  overdue  by  the 
appropriate  Ministry  concerned*.  '  '

to  the  extra  holiday  period,  with  a  view  to  dealing  with ‘the 
debris  quickly.  The  influx  of  visitors  during  the  summer  months 
phenomenal  and,  coupled  with  the  fine  weather  and  the  lack. of  rain,, 
made  the  standard  of  cleansing  reach  a  peak  and  supervision'  had  to  be 
constant.  Disinfecting  of  the  streets  had  to  be  resorted-  to:  the  whole 
of  the  streets  in  the  town  were  swilled  with  18/22  coefficient  disinfectant, 
1  part  disinfectant  to  60  parts  water*.  All  the  Promenade::,  and  channels 
were  treated. 


The  amount  of  litter  left  by  thoughtless  day  trippers  increased  * 

The  local  trippers  were  undoubtedly  the  worst  offenders.  In  many  cases 
the  main  thoroughfares  were  cleaned  two  and  three  times  per  day  and  further 
litter  bins  were  placed.  Sunday  sweeping  -wa-s.  c:ari-.i./k.  out  as  in

A  lighter  type  of  brush  was  used  during  the  year  with  special 
galvanised  rucker  and  extra  pitch# 

The  set  channels  in  many  streets  are  not  conducive  to  easy 
cleansing  -  it  is  hoped  to  introduce  a  further  improved  brush  with  wire 
knots  to  try  and  increase  the  life  of  the  brush# 

The  provision  of  a  mechanical  sweeper  and  loader  will  need  to  be 
considered  in  the  near  future  for  the  speeding-up  of  the  work  and_the 
removal  of  the  debris  more  quickly  after  gritting  operations,  and 
some  economies  may  accrue  from  the  part  mechanisation  of  this  service. 

G-ULLY  EMPTYING- :  „  j 

The  gully  emptying  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  although, 
owing  to  the  demands  from  the  refuse  collection  side,  it  was  not 
possible  to  clear  the  gullies  quite  as  regularly  as  usual. 

The  County  or  classified  roads  and  gullies  were  kept  under  constant 
supervision.  _  ■  -  ;  , 

The  number  of  gullies  cleansed  by  mechanical  means  was  2783 

The  number  of  gullies  cleansed Jby  hand  was  94-5* 

The  cost  of  cleansing  and  sealing  with  disinfectant  was  equal  to  3*- 2d 
per  gully.  This  cost  also  includes  gully  sealing  and  disinfecting  of  the 
channels. 

During  July  and  August  the  whole,  of  the  gullies  were  disinfected 
and  those  in  the  main  shopping  centres  were  done  at  least  five  times 
and  all  the  channels  were  flushed  with  disinfectant.  The  Promenade  and 
Watts  Slope  were  also  treated. 

A  total  of  28, 000  gallons  were  used  on  the  streets  during  the  season 
which  was  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  residents  and  visitors  alike. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING-:  _  _  ‘  _  1 

The  five  cesspools  in  the  area  are  dealt  with  once  or  twice  per 
year,  except  the  one  at  Crowhall  Farm  which  has  no  proper  access  -road  - 
represents,! ions  were  made  to  the  owners  and  occupier  to  have  a  road 
constructed  but  no  steps  had  been  taken  to  complete  this  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  the  septic  tank  had  not  been  constructed.

The  drainage  from  Seatonville  Farm,  the  Hinds  cottage  and  the 
bungalows  had,  by  arrangement  during  purchase  of  the  ,land  by  the  Council, 
to  take  the  drainage  into  the  sewers  which  are  in  process  of  being  laid. 

GRITTING-: 

The  weather  during  the  early  part  of  .  the  year  was  the  worst  within 
living  memory  and  the  four  gri  tiers ,  were  pm  constant  use  fox-  the  first 
three  months.

The  arrangements  made  in  November  1946*  proved  successful,  and 
the  outlying  districts  were  dealt  with  quickly.  The  grit  boxes  were 
filled  regularly* 

SN0V7  REMOVAL : 


The  snow  storm  descended  on  the  district  in  January  on  about  the 

29th,  30th  and  . 31st,  I94.7. 

The  snow  fighting  arrangements  were  put  into  force,  the  snow 
plough  working  all  day  and  night  and  the  tractors  were  also  Y/orking 
early  morning  and  late  at  night. 

The  hired  waggons  v/ere  brought  into  action,  together  with  men  from 
contractors  and  building  firms  who  were  unable  to  work  on  their 
respective  jobs.  Men  from  the  Highways__Department  were  also  pressed 
into  service  with  their  waggons,  the  main  traffic  routes  being  dealt 
with  first.  The  whole  of  the  streets  in  the  area  Y/ere  ploughed  so 
that  coal  and  foodstuffs  could  be  delivered  to  the  householders  * 

Snow  and  severe  frosts  continued  and  a  severe  blizzard  hit  the 
district  on  the  26th  and  27th  February  and  further  falls  also  occurred* 

Large  road  blocks  were  encountered  on  the  Hill  Heads  Road,  about 
100  yards  long  and  four  to  five  feet  high,  also  a  large  drift  on  the 
Old  Hartley  Cemetery  Road  137  yards  long  and  five  to  six  feet  high. 

The  Beehive  Road  v/as  completely  blocked. 

Continuous  ploughing  was  put  into  force  and  a  four  wheeled  drive 
vehicle  with  a  large  rrVu  plough  was  pressed  into  service  which  burst 
open  the  roads. 

The  snow  and  frost  persisted  until  April,  1947* 

The  organisation  stood  up  to  the  conditions  very  well  and,  vath  the 
increase  of  ploughs,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  your  Department  will  be 
equal  to  the  task. 

The  cost  of  the  snow  clearance  was  £  3238.  8.  Id  £  31  27*  15*  7^ 

was  spent  on  Gounty  Roads  and  £  110.12. 6d  was  spent  on  district  road 
clearances.

CLEANSING-  OP  THE  SANDS: 


The  litter  left  on  the  sands  is  composed  mainly  of  orange  peel, 
bottles  whole  and  broken,  and  paper  clean  and  soiled* 

Most  of  the  littering  is  due  to  daily  trippers  and  not  resident 
visitors.  The  trippers  are  from  the  Newcastle  area. 

It  took  six  men  nearly  3  hours  each  morning  to  clean  up  the 
rubbish  and  makg  the  sands  presentable.  It  is  a  backbreaking  and 
laborious  job  pulling  a  heavy  sack  up  and  down  the  sands  -  trailers 
were  left  in  suitable  positions  so  that  the  sacks  could  be  emptied 
without  entailing  long  hauls# 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  prosecute  the  offenders 
and  a  patrol  man,  vested  with  powers,  should  be  engaged  during  the  day 
to  take  action  where  necessary  to  prevent  damage  and  litter.  Also, 
further  baskets  are  necessary  and  should  be  placed  in  position  each 
morning  by  the  beach  staff  and  removed  each  night  ready  for  removal 
the  next  morning  by  our  vehicles. 

During  the  months  of  June*  July  and  August,  15  to  20  bags  of 
paper  were  removed  daily,  and  on  some  occasions  more. 

The  system  I  suggest  would  help  to  obviate  some  of  the  work,  also 
notices  should  be  placed  at  the  top  of  each  slope  drawing  attention  to 
the  penalties  for  leaving  debris  on  the  sands. 

REMOVAL  OP  DEBRIS  PROM  LINKS  AND  BANKS: 


These  places  still  present  a  problem  of  the  first  magnitude 
from  the  expense  it  entails  and  the  danger  it  presents. 

It  was  necessary  to  pick  the  debris  up  by  hand  in  the  early 
morning . 

CHECKING-  OF  COSTS: 

The  systematic  checking  of  all  costs  involved  in  the  various 
services  are  very  carefully  gone  into  and  the  weekly  labour  costs  and 
transport  charges  are  available  each  Friday  for  each  service.  Check 
wages  registers  are  kept  and  all  sales  are  recorded.

The  inspection  of  the  food  supplies  of  this  district  is  on 
Important  function  of  your  Health  Services.  The  bulk  of  this  work 
has  had  to  be  undertaken  by  me  and  a  great  deal  of  overtime  has  had 
to  be  worked  owing  to  the  lo.ck  of  unif oriiiity  in  the  Slaughter 


arrangements,  in  some  cases  caused  by  transport  difficulties. 

The  Regional  Slaughterhouse  is  under  our  control  at  the  Hill 
Heads  and  the  population  served  is  about  96,000.  The  bulk  of

The  supplies  of  milk  for  distribution  v^re  fairly  constant  during 
the  year.  A  large  amount  of  heat  treated  mi Ik  was  brought  into  the 
district  from  the  Stocksfield  plant  of  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society. 
A  fairly  large  amount  of  milk  is  also  brought  in  from  the  Yfestern 
Dairies  Ltd,  and  the  Dried  Milk  Products  Ltd,  N or t halier' ton. 

4  slight  increase  in  the  supplies  of  the  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  was 
observed  and  the  tendency  is  for  residents  to  purchase  this  grade  of  milk 
for  children. 

Sampling  was  carried  out  regularly  to  check  the  milk  supplied  and  to 
keep  a  strict  control  over  the  handling  and  bottling  operations.  It  is 
only  by  constant  supervision  and  the  taking  of  regular  samples  that  this 
product  can  be  supplied  to  the  public  in  a.  pure  and  wholesome  condition. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  Section  22  of 
the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938*  against  cany  retailer  for  removal  from  the 
register.

Many  dairies  are  fitted  up  with  steam  or  electric  sterilisers, 
and  in  others  a  plentiful  supply  of  hot  water  Is  available.  Hygienic 
hand  bottling  machines  are-  also  installed  in  most  of  the  dairies. 

The  whole  of  the  milk  supply  is  delivered  in  bottles  and  specially 
waxed  cartons. 

During  the  year  135  visits  were  made  to  dairies,  many  dpring 
bottling  operations,  and  also  63  visits  were  made  to  bottle  shops. 

The  attitude  of  the  Department  to  register  small  dairies  adjoining 
dwelling  houses  is  a  negative  one,  and  the  provision  of  a  central 
creamery  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  to  obviate  this. 

SUPPLY  OF  MILK  TO  SCHOOLS:

Pasteurised  and  heat  treated  milk  is  supplied  to  the  schools  in  the 
area  and  also  a  supply  of  "Tuberculin  Tested"  milk. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  SUPPLIES:

Special  sterilisation  equipment  was  .fixed  to  deal  with  spatulas  used 
for  making  sandv/iches -at  the  window^ and  counter. 

Messrs. A. Capaldi  &  Co,  had  their  premises  altered  and  the  making 
up  room  was  tiled  from /bop  to  bottom  with  cove  skirting  and  the  floor 
laid -in  terraxo.

I  cm  of  the  opinion  that  a  licence  of  this  nature  should  be  dealt 
with  by  the.Ministry__of  Health  who  should  be  the  sole  abettors  of 
these  matters#  _  it  is  not  much  use  trying  to  obtain  a  high 
standard  and  ^persuading  the  traders  to  work  on  these  lines  and  then  to 
have  one’s  enthusiasm  damped  by  the  refusal  of  the  licence  to  carry 
out  such  an  improvement.  • 

The  modernisation  of  Mr# A. Char let on’s  factory  was  completed  and.  the 
premises  were  tiled,  o.nd  a  special  glazed  brick  platform  was  also  built 
around  the  brine  refrigerators.  Further  improvements  were  contemplated 
at  the  end  of  the  year  to  accomodate  the  ageing  vats* 

Mrs.De  Mascio  made  application  to  manufacture  ice  cream  on  the 
premises  at  2 63,  Rhitley  Road,  and  whilst  on  t he _ small  side  these 
premises  were  so  planned  to . accommodate  the  pasteurisers  and  freezing 
plant.

"  t  was  the  intention  of  the  owner  to  tile  up  to  the  ceiling  but  the 
licence  granted  would  not  allow  this,  but  when  materials  are  in  a  more 
plentiful  supply  this  will  be  carried  out.

manufacturing  premises  were  sealed  off  from  the  Snack  luncheon  bar. 

The  ice  cream  "which  was  sold  by^the  Council  Undertakings  was 
carefully  supervised  and  electric  containers  were  installed  in  the  Cafe. 
Improvments  were  called  for  in  the  trailer  van  and  these  matters  we  re 
receiving  attention  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  moveable  vehicle s,  such  as  motor  and  horse  drawn  vehicles, 
together  with  box -bicycles,  received  considerable  attention.  Under 
Section  1 6  of  the_  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  carts  of  all  description 
must  _  display  their  names  and  addresses  so  that  these  can  be  seen  by 
the  general  public.  The  provision  of  proper  insulated  containers 
was  insisted  upon  and  _ the  provision  of  means  of  sterilisation  for  utensils. 

The  premises  which  were  licenced  ’’for  sale  only”had  to  provide 
insulated  containers  a  number  of  which  were  electrically  controlled, 
due  attention  being  made  to  the  type  of  trade  which  was  carried  put.

Meat  Inspection: 

In  accordance  with  the  Livestock  (Restriction  of  Slaughtering)  (No. 2) 
Order,  1940,  all  animals  are  killed  at  the  Abattoir,  Hill  Heads. 

During  the  heavy  periods  of  slaughter  from  August  to  November, 
the  lairage  was  taxed  and  after  recommendation  had  been  made  to  the  Health 
Committee,  a  sum  of_£J00  was  agreed  to  for  the  provision  of  extra  lairage 
for  bullocks  and  a  double  ended  stunning  pen  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  much  needed  alteration  will  be  completed  in  1948. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  was  carried'  on  from  Monday  to  Thursday  and 
on  a  number  of  Saturdays  -  this  entails  a  fairly  large  amount  of  overtime 
to  be  worked  to  ensure  a  wholesome  meat  supply. 

I  have  to  report  that  your  abattoir  has  been  favourably  commented 
upon  by  the  various  Ministry  of  Food  Officials. 

The  whole  of  the  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected,  together  with 
their  organs,  100  per  cent,  so  that  the  public  have  a  disease  free 
commodity.  _  _Any  cruel  methods  are  prevented  at  once. 

The  visits  made  during  the  year  were  1003* 

The  premises  are  kept  scrupulously  clean  and  they  are  washed  and 
scrubbed  down  with  hot  water  and  special  cleansing  solution  called  "Gusto".

The  whole  of  the  condemned  meat  is  placed  in  the  condemned  room 
under  lock  and  key,  and  after  treatment  with  acid  green  is  removed  to 
the  work  of  the  British  Glues  and  Chemicals  Ltd,  Low  Walker, Newcastle - 
on— Tyne,  for  processing  into  feeding  stuffs  and  fertilisers.

Ltd.  of  Manchester,  together  with  gall ’and -other  commodities.  baste 
blood  not  used  for  black -puddings  is  sent  in  special  churns  for  manufacture 
into  dried  blood.' 


EMERGENCY-  SLAUGHTER :

REMOVAL  OF  M1NURE  AND  OTHER  GARBAGE :

The  removal  of  manure  -and  -other  .offensive  matter,  such  as  clotted 
blood  and  the  contents  of  manifolds,  take  place  twice  weekly  in  the 
summer  months  and  once  weekly  in  the  winter'  months.  The  contents  of 
the  manure  pit  are  sprayed  regularly  with  D.D.T.  to  prevent  fly  breeding.

MEAT  HAWKING-  VANS  : 


A  number  of  motor  vans  and  horse  drawn  vehicles  were  examined  at 
various  times  during  the  year. 

Most  of  these  vehicles  sell  their  contorts  in  Rest  Monkseaton,  Old 
Hartley  and  Seaton  Sluice,  and  in  the  main  come  from  the  Co-operative 
Society  and  butchers  having  premises  in  Blyth. 

The  meat  exposed  for  sale  was  found  to  be  in  a  wholesome  condition 
and  the  potted  meat  ahd  brawn  was  deposited  on  washable  plates  or  clean 
boards. 

MEAT  REGULATIONS:  1924.  -1955: 

The  cleanliness  of  food  is  foremost  in  the  field  of  public  health 
and  the  meat  we  eat  should  be  carried  and  handled  in  the  best  possible 
manner. 

The  carrying  of  meat  in  vans  can  be  considerably  improved  and, 
with  this  in  view,  I  sent  a  comprehensive  Report  to  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Official  in  Leeds  with  suggestions  for  the  improvement  in  the  type  of  vehicle 
for  carrying  meat.  New  galvanised  containers  were  brought  into  use 

during  the  year  for  the  carrying  of  offals. 

The  various  meat  carriers  were  spoken  to  about  the  improvement  in  the 
new  design*  One  lorry  owner  was  instructed  to  purchase  another  'waggon 

for  the  conveyance  of  meat. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES: 


It  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  as  many  inspections  of  the  various 
premises  as  frequently  as  in  the  previous  year.

(a)  Any  installation  for  the  combustion  of  fuel  which  is 

used  in  dry  manufacturing  or  trade  process,  or  for 
working  engines  by  steam  which  does,  as  far  as ’is 
practicable,  prevent  the  emission  of  smoke  to  the 
atmosphere . 

(b)  Any  chimney  (not  being  the  chimney  of  a  private  house) 

emitting  smoke  in  such  a  quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance. 

Some  progress  was  made  with  the  installation  of  the  smoke 
prevention  machinery  and  automatic  stoker,  though  the  delivery  of  the 
parts  was  very  slow  -  the  framework  for  the  reception  of  the  hopper 
was  fixed  but  the  arrival  of  the  motors  was  holding  up  the  work  at 
the  end  of  the  year  at  the  Whitley  and  District  Laundries, 

The  provision  of  new  boilers  and  stoking  apparatus  was  under 
consideration  viMi  Trie  approval  of  the  firm  who  own  the  Provincial 
Laundries  but  delivery  could  not  be  expected  for  about  12  months. 

.7e  had  some  trouble  with  the  chimneys  of  both  laundries  but 
after  checking  over  the  method  of  the  stokers  some  improvement  was  made.

During  uLe  year  we  had  complaints  about  the  fumes  which  came 
from  the  De-La -JEftie  Plastic  Factory  in  North  Shields.  This  appeared 
to  come  from  the -burning  of  waste  in  the  furnace  as  it  was  only  when 
the  smoke  was  in  a  westerly  direction  did  the  smell  appear  to  be  most 
frequent.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES:  . 

The  only  trade  in  the  area  coming  under  this  heading  is  tripe  boiling, 
which  is  carried  out  in  the  Public  Abattoir, Billheads.  The  tenant 

pays  his  rent  to  the  Council  which  was  increased  to  34/-  per  week  due  to 
the  increase  in  the  price  of  fuel. 


It  is  hoped  that  when  things  become  easier  the  Council  will  erect 
larger  premises  as  the  premises  are  rather  small  for  the  output  during  the 
summer  months. 


PATER  SUPPLIES  FROM  NELLS : 


There  were  complaints  made  about  the  shortage  of  water  to  the 
Sanitary  conveniences  on  St. Mary’s  Island.  The  supply  to  this  Island 
is  somewhat  crude  and  the  water  itself  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

A  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Council  for  the  laying  of  a  main  to 
the  Island  but  it  was  turned  down  on  account  of  the  cost.  The  Elder 
Brethren  of  Trinity  House  offered  to  pay  a  proportion  of  the  cost. 

The  disturbing  feature  is  that  a  large  number  of  people  visit  this 
Island  and  it  is  desirous  that  a  sufficient  and  wholesome  supply  of 
water  should  be  -laid  to  the  houses  and  also  a  sufficient  supply  to  the 
convenience  s  •

drainage  specification  which  is  carried  out  under  our  supervision  will 
compare  favourably  with  any  district. 

jj  Close  supervision  is  carried  out  of  all  work  and  the  highest 
standard  of  workmanship  is  insisted  upon.  All  drain  connections 
must  be  carried  direct  into  the  manholes  with  special  radius  bends  and 
"Brooks  Patent  Channels"  were  incorporated  in  a  number  of  manholes. 

The  whole  of  the  drainage  was  reconstructed  in  connection  with 

lie  li  T3*r^^  ss  and  the  Spanish  City  fairgrounds.  The  highest 
standard  of  workmanship  was  carried  out  and  the  w/hole  of  the  drains  were

Prevention  of  Re-infestation: _ This  is  most  important  and  in  all 

cases  where  premises  are  infested  steps  must  be  taken  to  have  the  premises 
rat proofed. 

Every  complaint  regarding  rats  or  mice  is  dealt  with  and  action  taken 
at  once  to  destroy  these  pests. 

Plans  passed  for  new  buildings  such  as  food  premises  should  be 
provided  with  rat-proofed  floors  and  all  fresh  air  bricks  should  be 
suitably  protected  by  fine  galvanised  mesh  ware. 


The  number  of  pigs  kept  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  about 
186.  The  majority  of  the  pigs  were  kept  at  Prank land  Mount,  away  from 
the  house.  Also  at  Seatonville  Farm  and  the  various  Farms  in  the  area. 

The  insanitary  piggeries  were  removed  from  the  small  holdings  at 
Frankland  Mount,  the  land  being  requisitioned  for  Open  Cast  Mining. 

This  clearance  rids  the  area  of  what  had  been  a  festering  sore  for 
a  number  of  years.  No  premises  of  this  type  should  be  allowed  on  any 
future  application.  Proper  drainage  arrangements  were  provided  for 

the  piggeries  at  Frankland  Mount  with  properly  constructed  tank  and 
bacteria  bed.  29  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

MILITARY  CAMPS: 

There  is  only  one  camp  of  the  hutted  type  in  the  area  and  this  was 
occupied  during  the  summer  by  various'  detachments  of  army  cadets. 

The  squatters  occupied  six  of  the  huts  and  arrangements  were  made  for 
them  to  have  water,  the  use  of  sanitary  co3aven.ien.oes  and.  covered  ash-bins. 
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MILITARY  CAMPS  CONTD: 

Troops  moved  into  the  camp  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
Council  found  accommodation  for  the  families  of  the  squatters  in 
requisitioned'  houses  and  two  families  in  Souncil  houses. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SIMILAR  STRUCTURES: 

There  are  only  two  vans  owned  by  Mr. Lawson  at  the  top  of 
Longridge  Drive  and  they  v/ere  not  occupied  at  the  time  of  my  visits, 
one  being  used  for  saddlery. 

The  temporary  bungalow  at  the  top  of  Cauldwell  Lane,  No. 7, 
Earsdon  Road  was  falling  into  decay  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
demolished  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Caravan  Club  made  application  to  the  Council  for  a  site  for 
trailer  vans  but  this  matter  had  not  been  settled  owing  to  the  cost  of 
work  entailed  in  providing  sanitary  conveniences. 

Unless  camps  of  this  sort  are  properly  run  they  become  a  blot  on 
the  landscape  and  a  resident  caretaker  is  essential  for  this  purpose.

The  services  which  are  extended  to,  the  residents  in  the  area  are  in 
the  main  greatly  appreciated. 

The  infestations  of  the  various  pests  have  been  dealt  with  in  the 
homes  and  the  various  business  premises. 


In  comparison  with  other  districts  we  have  very  little  trouble. 

The  degree  of  ill-health  resulting  from  living  in  verminous  premises 
cannot  be  estimated.,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  people  living  under 
these  conditions  cannot  enjoy  the  health  of  persons  living  in  vermin  free 
premises. 


In  dealing  with  these  invasions  it  is  necessary  to "possess  some 


knowledge  of  entomology  and  the  reason  for  using  the  various  materials. 
One  of  the  main  reasons  of  success  is  the  skilful  use  of  the  various 
materials  and  the  proper  sprays  or  blowers  for  applying  the  various 
insecticides. 


The  number  of  premises  treated  was  23. 

A  number  of  houses  were  found  to  be  dirty  after  vacation  by  former 
tenants  and  these  were  sprayed  out.  A  small  charge  was  made  for  the 
material.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  powers,  simple  to  apply, 

are  not  available  to  your  Health  Department  to  deal  quickly  and  effectively 
with  dirty  occupants  of  houses.
